Period from May 2 to 12. Cholera was reported present in the 
district of Bachmut with 15 cases and 3 deaths, and at Ekaterinaslav 
with 2 cases and 1 death. At Libau there were 2 cases of smallpox 
reported May 12, and from March 15 to April 15, 21 cases. Typhus 
fever was reported at Riga with 55 cases and 11 deaths, May 2 to 12. 
The steamship Birma sailed from Libau for New York May 10 
with 885 passengers and a crew of 93, all of whom had been in Libau 
under observation for the full five days. One hundred and twenty-five 

Eieces of baggage were disinfected. To May 5, 991 passengers had 
een examined. 

The next steamship leaving Libau for New York will be the Russia, 
sailing May 24.
